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Town Manager’s Report 


The new Southern Piscataquis County Chamber of Commerce building, 
shown on the cover of this Town Report, is a symbol of the caring and proud 
communities involved. Through the Chamber, and under the leadership of 
area businesses, a vital roll is fulfilled in promoting the region. 

The Planning Board began a study which will be completed in 1985. The 
study will include a review of the Zoning Ordinance, a public opinion 
survey, workshops regarding various community issues, a housing market 
analysis, and a capital improvements plan. Information and suggestions 
from the public is vital to completing this study. 

The Town Office continues to offer a variety of services to the public. 
Published elsewhere in this Report is a listing of Town Office functions as 
reported by the Town Clerk. In order to effectively perform all the services 
offered, efforts continue to modernize the Town accounting and billing 
systems through computer operations. 

In 1984, a new tax due date of August 31st and a 2% discount period 
were established. By collecting the property tax in August rather than at the 
end of the fiscal year in December, it was possible to reduce the amount of 
money borrowed to operate the Town until property taxes were received. 
This year the amount of borrowing has been reduced from $600,000 to 
$400,000, thereby reducing interest costs. 

Wells for the testing of groundwater were installed at the Landfill in 
1984. This is an effort to determine the feasibility of the continued or ex- 
panded use of the Landfill. Under current State Department of Environmen- 
tal Protection regulations, the Landfill will have to meet all the requirements 
of a new site being established today, and, therefore, is under much stricter 
regulations than in the past. The results of the groundwater testing pro- 
gram will be available in August 1985. 

A new dump truck, sander, and tractor were purchased for use in the 
Public Works Department. An annual appropriation to the Equipment 
Replacement Fund makes it possible to replace worn out equipment. 

Our Police Officers, both full-time and part-time personnel, must be cer- 
tified by the Maine Criminal Justice Academy. Currently, we employ four 
full-time and five part-time Officers. Communications with the Officer on du- 
ty are through the Dispatcher at the Piscataquis County Sheriff's Office. 

| extend my sincere thanks to the citizens of Dover-Foxcroft, to the Board 
of Selectmen, and to the various Town Boards and Commissions for their 
continued efforts to make our community a better place to live.

We have examined the combined financial statements of the Town of Dover- 
Foxcroft, Maine and the combining, individual fund, and account group cin 
ancial statements of the town as of and for the year ended December 31, 1984, 
as listed in the table of contents. Our examination was made in accordance 
with generally accepted auditing standards and, accordingly, included such 
tests of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures as we con- 
sidered necessary in the circumstances. 


The Town has not maintained a record of general fixed assets and, ac- 
cordingly a statement of general fixed assets, required by Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles(GAAP), is not included in the financial report. 


In our opinion, with the exception of the above omission, the combined 
financial statements referred to above present fairly the financial position 
of the Town of Dover-Foxcroft, Maine, at December 31, 1984, and the results 
of its operations and the changes in financial position of its proprietary 
fund types for the year then ended, in conformity with generally accepted ac- 
counting principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding 
year. Also, in our opinion, the combining and individual fund statements re- 
ferred to above present fairly the financial position of the individual funds 
of the Town of Dover-Foxcroft, Maine, at December 31, 1984, and the results 
of operations of such funds and the changes in financial position of individual 
proprietary funds for the year then ended, in conformity with generally ac- 
cepted accounting principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the com- 
bined financial statements taken as a whole and on the combining, individual 
fund statements. The accompanying financial information listed as supporting 
schedules in the table of contents is presented for the purpose of legal com- 
pliance and is not a required part of the combined financial statements of the 
Town of Dover-Foxcroft, Maine. The information has been subjected to the 
-auditing procedures applied in the examination of the combined, combining, and 
individual fund statements and, in our opinion, is fairly stated in all material 
respects in relation to the combined financial statements taken as a whole.

Notes to the Financial Statements 
December 31, 1984 


Note 1: Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The Town of Dover-Foxcroft, incorporated in 1922, operates under a 
Selectmen-Manager form of government and provided the following services as 
authorized by "Home Rule Town Act": public safety(police and fire), highways 
and streets, sanitation, health and social services, culture-recreation, ed- 
ucation, public improvements, planning and zoning, and general administrative 
services. 


The accounting policies of the Town of Dover-Foxcroft conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles as applicable to governments. The following 
is a summary of the more significant policies: 


Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds and account 
groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The oper- 
ations of each fund are accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing 
accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equity, revenues, and 
expenditures, or expenses, as appropriate. Government resources are allocated 
to and accounted for individual funds based upon the purposes for which they 
are to be spent and the means by which spending activities are controlled. 

The various funds are grouped, in the financial statements in this report, into 
five generic fund types and three broad fund categories as follows: 


Governmental Funds 


General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating fund of the Town. 
It is used to account for all financial resources except those required to be 
accounted for in another fund. 


Special Revenue Funds - Special Revenue Funds are used to account for the 
proceeds for specific revenue sources(other than special assessment or expend- 
able trusts) that are legally restricted to expenditures for specified purposes. 


Capital Projects Funds - Capital Projects Funds are used to account for 
the receipts and disbursement of moneys used for the acquisition or construc- 
tion of capital facilities and other fixed assets other than those financed by 
special assessment and enterprise funds. 


Proprietary Funds 


Enterprise Funds - Enterprise Funds are used to account for operations 
(a) that are financed and operated in a manner similar to private business 
enterprises - where the intent of the governing body is that the costs(expenses, 
including depreciation) of providing goods or services to the general public 
on a continuing basis be financed or recovered primarily through user charges; 
or (b) where the governing body has decided that periodic determination or re- 
venues earned, expenses incurred, and/or net income is appropriate for capital 
maintenance, public policy, management control, accountability, or other pur- 
poses. 
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Fiduciary Funds 


Trust Funds - Trust funds are used to account for assets held by the Town 
in a trustee capacity or as an agent for individuals, private organizations, 
other governments, and/or other funds. These include Expendable Trust and Non- 
expendable Trust. Nonexpendable Trust Funds are accounted for in essentially 
the same manner as proprietary funds since capital maintenance is eriticad. 
Expendable Trust Funds are accounted for in essentially the same manner a5 
governmental funds. 


Fixed Assets and Long-Term Liabilities 


The Town does not maintain complete records of its general fixed assets 
and, therefore, the accounting and reporting treatment applied to the fixed 
assets as required by generally accepted accounting principles are not presented. 


Long-term liabilities expected to be financed from governmental funds are 
accounted for in the General Long-Term Debt Account Group, not in the govern- 
mental funds. The Long-Term Debt account group is not a fund; -it is concerned 
only with the measurement of financial position and not involved with measure- 
ment of results of operations. 


Because of their spending measurement focus, expenditure recognition for 
governmental fund types is limited to exclude amounts represented by noncurrent 
liabilities. Since they do not effect net current assets, such long-term amounts 
are not recognized as governmental fund types expenditures or fund liabilities. 
They are instead reported as liabilities in the General Long-Term Debt Account 
Group. 


All proprietary funds and Nonexpendable Trust Funds are accounted for on 
a cost of services or "Capital Maintenance" measurement focus. This means that 
all assets and all liabilities(whether current or noncurrent) associated with 
their activity are included on their balance sheets. Their reported fund equity 
(Net total assets) is segregated into combined capital and retained earnings 
components. Proprietary fund type operating statements present increases 
(revenues) and decreases(expenses) in net total assets. 


Basis of Accounting 


Basis of Accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures or expenses 
are recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial statements. Basis 
of accounting relates to the timing of the measurements made, regardless of the 
measurement locus applied. 


All governmental funds and Expendable Trust Funds are accounted for using 
the modified accrual basis of accounting. Their revenues are recognized when 
they become measurable and available as net current assets. 


Property taxes and other revenues collected in advance of this fiscal year 
to which they apply are recorded as deferred revenues and recognized as revenue 
‘of the period to which they apply. 


Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified accrual basis of 
accounting when the related fund liability is incurred. Exceptions to this 
general rule include: (1) accumulated unpaid vacations, sick pay, and other 
employee amounts which are not accrued; and (2) principal and interest on gen- 
eral long-term debt which is recognized when due. 


All proprietary funds and Nonexpendable Trust Funds are accounted for 
using the accrual basis of accounting. Their revenues are recognized when 
they are earned, and their expenses are recognized when they are incurred.

Notes to Financial Statements Con't 


Budgets and Budgetary Accounting 


The Town of Dover-Foxcroft follows these procedures in establishing the 
budgetary data reflected in the financial statements: 


1. The Town Manager submits his proposed operating budget for the fiscal 
year commencing the following January 1 to a joint meeting of the 
board of selectmen and the budget committee. The operating budget 
includes proposed expenditures and the means of financing them. 


2. Public hearings are conducted at least seven days before a scheduled 
"annual town meeting'’. At this public meeting the inhabitants of the 
town are presented the operating budget including revenue sharing 
funds. The citizens have a chance to suggest uses for revenue shar- 
ing money as well as to make oral or written comments on the entire 
budget including revenue sharing money. 


3. The Town's annual meeting(budget hearing and enactment) is called at 
which time the inhabitants of the Town have the opportunity to ask 
questions about the entire proposed budget and the relationship and 
use of revenue sharing funds. After the budget hearings of each 
article have been voiced, the inhabitants of the Town legally enact 
the budget. 


Encumbrances 


Encumbrance accounting, under which purchase orders, contracts, and other 
commitments for the expenditure of monies are recorded in order to reserve that 
portion of the applicable appropriation, is NOT employed by the Town. However, 
Encumbrances, if any, outstanding at year end are reported as reservations of 
fund balances since they do not constitute expenditures or liabilities. 


Investments 


Investments are stated at cost or amortized cost, which approximates market. 
Total Columns on Combined Statements - Overview 


Total Columns on the Combined Statements - Overview are captioned Memo- 
randum Only to indicate that they are presented only to facilitate financial 
analysis. Data in these columns do not present financial position, results 
of operations, or changes in financial position in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles.

CLERKS RECORD OR CERTIFIED COPY, PRIMA FACIE EVIDENCE. 
The State Registrar and Clerk of a municipality shall not permit inspection of 
records of birth, marriage, and death; Marriage intentions expected, or 
issue of certified copy of a certificate relating thereto, or to parts thereto, 
unless he is satisfied that the applicant thereto has a direct and tangible in- 
terest in the matter recorded. The decision of the State Registrar or Clerk of 
a municipality is subject, however, to review by the Superior Court, under 
the limitations of this chapter. The town clerks shall, upon request, supply 
to any such qualified applicant a certified copy of the record of any birth, 
marriage or death, registered under the provisions of this chapter, upon the 
payment fee of $2.00 to be paid by the applicant in advance. 

For any such search of the files and records where no certified copy Is 
made, the fee shall be $2.00 for each hour or fractional part of the hour for 
time of search, said fee to be paid by applicant in advance. The town clerk’s 
record of any birth, marriage or death of a duly certified copy therefore shall 
be prima facie evidence of such birth, marriage or death in any judicial 
proceeding.

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Librarian’s Report 1984 


Our statistics for the year are as follows: Circulation 38576, of which 
nearly 13000 were children’s books. New adult cards issued numbered 
260 and new children’s cards 160. We processed a larger number of books 
than usual this year, 445 adult fiction, 390 adult non-fiction and 311 
children’s books for a total of 1146. It seems appropriate at this time to 
point out that the cost of new books has increased almost 500% in the last 
10 years and it becomes more important that our books be returned. All the 
books for our library are purchased from trust funds and not tax dollars, 
therefore each book which must be replaced means a new book cannot be 
purchased. We urge everyone to return any overdue books in their 
possession. 

Several major repairs were undertaken this year. A new roof and new 
gutter were put on the building addition and several places were repaired 
on the original building. The walls of the non-fiction room were damaged by 
water seepage and had to be repaired and repainted as well as the ceiling in 
the Maine room. One of the big maples on our lawn was damaged and had 
to be removed, the stump removed and the lawn reseeded. Two new trees 
were planted, a mountain ash and a dogwood. The trees at the rear of the 
building were trimmed, the grounds cleared and cleaned and the storage 
shed repainted. Three new locking book shelves were authorized and are 
being built to house some valuable and/or fragile books. 

One new piece of equipment was purchased. A small air conditioner was 
placed in the office and provides us with a more comfortable working area 
during the humid months. 

The library participated in the Fourth of July parade again this year, 
entering a float depicting Snow White and the 7 Dwarfs. Chairman of the 
float committee was Barbara Lockwood, children’s librarian. The float was 
built entirely by donations and by volunteers, ably led by Olyn Lord. Kristina 
Pratt, Katrina Wilcox, Kristen Bisbee, Kevin Oakes, Morgan and Jeremiah 
Titus, Michael Herring, Emily Pratt, Joshua Hoyt and Bridget Engstrom por- 
trayed the characters. 

Gifts and in-memoriam books were donated by Phyllis Edgerly, Carmelita

All elementary and Sedomocha students will study 
under the supervision of Mrs. Lockwood, all high school students will use 
the non-fiction room and adults may settle down at will. It has been increas- 
ingly time consuming for all the staff tio constantly monitor and clean up 
after students who deface our statues, walls, paintings and floors with pens, 
pencils and spitballs. We urge parents to be sure that “going to the library” 
is a reason for studying and not an occasion for socializing or disruption. 

The staff has participated in various library meetings during the year and 
Mrs. Surette has been requested to serve as advisor to the Small Public 
Library Association.

During the year of 1984 your police department realized an increase of 
active cases involving varied crimes. It is to be noted that an increase in per- 
sons arrested for operating under the influence of intoxicating liquor 
amounted to 7% over 1983. 

Your police department continued to update law enforcement by creating 
a training program which meet standards required by the State of Maine. 
The department also adopted a Standard Operating Procedure. 

1984 brought changes in our reserve program and we welcome several 
new members which has increased the department's proficiency. We now 
have a full compliment of professional and highly competent personnel. 

Another change in 1984 saw a successful campaign in obtaining a “Jaws 
of Life’ machine, due to the generosity of many citizens. The machine leaves 
all of us with a sense of security in the knowledge of its availability. 

In the coming year all our officers and myself look forward to serving our 
Town and citizens 24 hours per day in your time of need.

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Advisory Committee Report 
Town of Dover-Foxcroft 


The Advisory Committee of the Town of Dover-Foxcroft met in general 
session four times in the month of January 1985. Our method was to assign 
to sub-committees sections of the Town budget to investigate and then to 
bring specific recommendations to the assembled committee for action. This 
involved meetings with administrators of town departments and contacts 
with each agency requesting funds from the town. A letter was sent to each 
agency advising it of the recommendation of the committee and inviting 
them to attend a public meeting to further pass their need and/or to inform. 
Three agencies sent representatives. 

The Committee, in addition to budgetary considerations, also gave discus- 
sion and recommendation regarding other issues. It recommended that the 
town consider merit increases for town employees; that the Old North St. 
School property (old skating rink) be retained and maintained by the town, 
and that the town not borrow its share of the YMCA funding until the YMCA 
has its share in hand.
